Once more the intellectual relation between pupil and teacher has been 
transformed into a more romantic and allectionate bond.

Lazarus’ long-promised work on Jewish Ethics. The zeal of a convert is 
proverbial, and when the convert is so cultivated and learned a lady as 
Nahida Remy the zeal may fairly be expected to produce valuable additions

The whole 
cum asked for is very small ia comparison with the magnitude of the service 
repdered, and we trust that under the impulse of the wider interest recently 
aroused in the cause of religious education, there will be none of the old, 
s‘andalons dilatoriness in supporting the Association. 


The congratulations of the Jewish community may appropriately be 
tendered to Dr. Jaimes Martineau, who will complete his 90th year on Sunday 
next, 21st April. The venerable head and intellectual founder of modern Uni- 
tarianisin is one of the most vigorous thinkers the present century has produced, 
and with his great intellectual gifts combines an-emotional power which invests 
his written and spoken utterances with a unique charm. His sermons and 
his treatises on R-ligion and Ethics have exerted an intluence on the thought 
of the age which has been second t» that of no other writer or preacher, either 
as to extent or benetit. Nor has age dimmed his powers, for the latest 
number of the Nineteenth Century contains a long and able article from his” 
novagenarian pen on‘: The Foundations of Belief.” Jews of all shades of 
opinion bave been drawa towards the man and his writings by a twofold attrac- 
tion. As members of a Theistic denomination, they cannot help sympathising 
with the splendid stand he has continually mad» azatnst the onslaughts of 
Materialism. As the-historic guardians of the doctrine of the Unity of God, 
they are naturally in fallest accord with his dental of the divinity of Christ 
and his opposition to the dogma of the Atonement. OF all religious beliefs, 
| pitarlanism comes nearest to that professed by Jews, who regard it with no 
little pride as a justification of their theological position by the modern 


mind, and an indication that the traths for which they have suffered long and . 


terribly are ultimately destined to gato universal acceptance. 

With the single exception of the late Professor Dollinger there is pro- 
bably no instance of the retention of such great intellectual powers in a 
man of ninety years of age. The host of admirers of Dr. Martineau is not 
contined to those who share his theological opinions, bat is spread among 
all classes of. educated persons who can estimate the worth of profound 
literary skill united with a philosophical life and a saintly character. The 
relations between Unitarianism and Judaism naturally render the figure of 
the chief exponent of the former one of special interest to the adherents of 
the latter. Jews cannot fail to recognize in Dr, Martineau one of ‘those 
illustrations of an argument which is so strikingly employed in Mr. Zang- 
will’s essay in the North American Review, namely, thet ‘ by a further irony 

of history the battle for Judaism has been fought by a thousan< outsiders.” 
What is very remarkable about the influence of Dr. Martineauisthis. Whilst 
lie has been throughout his career the most prominent disseminator of religions 
views distinctly different from those of dominant or orthodox Christianity, his 
position has always been one which has commanded reverence, and has never 
awakened any feeling of bitterness. And for these reasons his influence has 
been greater in the canse of Christian Unitarianism than that of any other 
contemporary. We cordially congratulate him on the attainment of his 
reat age, attended as it is with such singular survival of mental strength.

The increase that during the last few months has been observed jn this 


quarter is evidence that repressive laws such as are in force in the United 
States do not deter immigrants when face to face with snch better chances 
as recent industrial revival in America affords. The March returns, like 
so many earlier reports, show no case for those who favour restrictive Jaw 
against immigration to Great Britain. 


Mr. Gladstone continues in the current number of the Church Month], 
his paper on the Lord's Day. After dismissing the question of the. 
authority for the Lord’s Day (which, by the way, he handles in a manner 
scarcely to be expected from so thorough and honest a thinker), he con- 
siders in this second paper the further question, what is the nature and 
amount of the religious observance due to it? Is it, he asks, the setting 
aside of worldly business, is it an attendance on public worship, in quantity 
nenuriously admitted, frugally and jealously doled out? Is the religions 
appetite gatisfied by the resort to a single service, thus beconiing what an 
old friend of his wittily called “a oncer” 2 Mr, Gladstone replies that the 
question is not, how much of the Sabbath shall we give to service directly 
Divine, but rather how much of it shall we withhold : and he adds, as much 
only as is required by necessity, and by charity or mercy. Mr. Gladstone 


| anticipates the objection that religious serviees are not suited to extend over 


the whole day, and conld only lead to exhaustion and reaction, and, in a 
truly Jewish spirit, replies ‘“‘ that the business of religion 1s to raise up our 
entire nature into the image of (vod, and that this, properly considered, is 4 
large employment—so large, that it might be termed as having no bounds.” 
He then, from our point of view, falls into the same error as in the previous 
article, claiming for the Sabbath of the first day a virtue which he denies to 
the Jewish Sabbath, but which assuredly belongs to the latter. There 
is nothing specially Christian, but essentially Jewish, in the sentiment, 
that ‘the service of God in: this world is an unceasing service, without 
interval or suspense.” Our Sages paraphrase the verse of Psalms 
‘“ Everything that hath breath shall praise the Lord,” thus: “ At every 
breath that man draws, he should praise the Lord.” Mr. Gladstone 
concludes his paper by remarking that “the ‘very last idea that he 
should desire to convey is that the idea of the Lord’s Day, which had 
here been suggested, is novel or original.’ We may add, neither is it 
accurate or even correct. He is, perhaps, to be pardoned as a non- 
Jew for adducing his concluding remarks in praise of the Sabbath in general 
from the works of St. Augustine, put he might have found for his 
purpose mapy a more beautiful saying among those of the Jewish Sage. 
For example, when he speaks of the Sabbath as “ the bliss of immortality, 
it is almost a literal translation of the words found in the Mechilta; and we 
are teminded of ‘the future world” so often described by Jewish Rabbis 88 
‘‘ The day which is wholly a Sabbath and rest in the life eternal.’ If, according 
to St. Augustine, the Sabbath is “the rest promised to the faithful i 
doing good works,” the same idea is thus poetically expressed by the Sages: 


_ He who. labours o1 the eve of the Sabbath, will enjoy the bliss of the 


Sabbath.” 


The exigencies of our modern ritual have compelled the excision 
of the piyutim which were wont to be recited during the weeks 
of the Omer. These piyutim overflowed. with faith. The most pitiless — 
onslaughts in the Middle Ages failed to destroy the Jews’ confident 
trust in the Providence of God. Except, perhaps, the Selicoth for the Ninth 
of Ab, no others of the whole range of piyutim were more full of pathos. 
What if a phrase or two of hatred found their way into the prayer-book ! 
The blood of martyrs washed out the stain, if stain it was. As Mr. Schechter 
well said in his paper before the Historical Society a year ago, Jews wow! 
have been less than human had they looked on, in a state of balanced calm, 
while their dearest were torn from them, and their holiest places desecrated. But, 
after all, such passages were few and far between. Some critics, among them 
Lagarde, sneered at Zunzfor devoting so much of his energies to the history 
of the medieval poetry of the Synagogue. Uncouth and rugged this poetry 
may be, but not the Psalms themselves more unreservedly reveal 4 faith 
which throws man on God and lives in the full hope of His salvation. | 
cannot pretend to wish these piyatim back. They were difficult and obscure 
in style, and the prayer-book versions of them were fall of ridiculous blander® 
and misprints, But they were often beautiful as well as full of poetic force. 

No one who can read in the original the verses on “the Dew,” which were 


still retained in our Synagogues in the Passover this year, would wish t0 a 
‘oe piyutim entirely blotted out, Let us retain at least the flavour : 
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mediwval inspiration, for Judaism cannot afford to dissever itself from an y 
of the links binding it to the past.

i Centres of Instruction, but that their studies are undertaken in the evening 
after they have passed through an arduous day’s teaching in the school. #2 


A correspondent of the Bayswater Chronicle calls attention to a practice 
which, we think, constitutes a serious grievance. It appears that the local 
Shocket is in the habit of killing fowls in the yard or garden of a private 
house. The result is a most unpleasant one for the neighbours, whose ears and 
eyes are assailed by very undesirable and disquieting sensations. We trust 
that an immediate stop will be put to this discreditable state of things. If 
i 4 it be necessary to provide for the kosher slaughtering of fowls in Bayswater, 
, 3 then it is imperative to arrange that the scene of operation shall be a more 
appropriate one than the back-yard of a private house in a crowded neigh- 
bourhood. We cannot think that the fault hes with the Shochet, who is a 
man held in deserved respect for his piety and learning. It behoves the 
Jewish authorities to make better provision for the carrying out of duties, 
the performance of which ought not to be turned into a public nuisance. 


OBITUARY. 


M. EBEDOUARD KOHN. 


M. Edouard Kohn, the Paris Banker, formerly head of the eminent tirm of 

Kohn, Reinach et Cie., died on Thursday the 11th inst., at his residence in the 

Avenue de Wagram after a short illness. M Kohn, who was a native of 
Bohemia, retired from business some years ago, but he still retained large 

interests in several important industrial undertakings, such as the Bordeaux Gas 

1 § Company, of which he was President. The latter years of his life were chiefly 
devoted to philanthropic work. He was Treasurer of the Alliance Isra¢lite, and 
was actively concerned in the managemént of many charitable institutions 

both Jewish and Christian. The Paris newspapers speak in high terms of 

his unostentatious benevolence. M. Koln was married to Eugenie von Embden, 


a cousin of Heinrich Heine, by whom he had two children, M. Georges Kohn and | 


a daughter married to M. Edmond Beer. The son is married to a Mdille. de 
Weisweiller, whose sister is engaged to be married to Baron Henri de Rothschild, a 
nephew of Lady Rothschild. M. Edouard Kohn was a Chevalier of the Legion 
of Honour... 

The funeral took place at Montmartre on Sunday last. Before the remains 
of the deceased were removed from the house in the Avenue Wagram, the Grand 
Rabbin of France delivered an address, in which he dwelt in affecting terms on 
the admirable character of the deceased, and especially on his benevolence. 
Among those who followed the bier, besides the immediate relatives of the 
deceased, were : Baron Henri de Rothschild, MV. de Weisweiller, the Count de 
Camondo, M. Ephrussi, M Albert Cahen, M. Michel Heine, M. Raphael 
Bischoffsheim, M. Osiris, M. Goldschmidt, M. Gaston Dreyfus and many non- 
Jewish friends of distinction. The funeral was of the plainest character. No 
invitations were issued and no flowers were used. On the coffin, however, were 
deposited the cross and ribbon of the Legion of Honour.

“WHAT AM TO DO?” 

Sir,—Altbough the object of this letter may seem to ba personal, yet as [ 
think 1 may claim to speak on bebalf of many others similarly situated to 
myself, I hope you will deem it of sufficient importance to fiad a place for it in

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WHICH IS THE TRUE SABBATH? 


11 Go.LaNcz, M.A., concluded at the Bayswater Synagogue on 
of sermons on the Sabbath, by a discourses on the above 
subject, He remarked: At one time it would scarcely have been mesa in 
the midst of a Jewish assembly to emphasise the claim of the Sevent Ne ay as 
the only true Sabbath, the observance of which devolves upon mankin 
gene ral. whether Jew or Gentile ; but as there are some, however por: oe 
us who favour the idea of the transference of the Sabbath observance to the first day 
ofthe week, it will not be out of place toadduce the testimony of history in behalf 
of the realSabbath, Iam not. now dealing with the question (probably more 
ple ising to some) as to which day is the more convenient; Lam taking into account 


the facts of history, not the convenience of the few or the many ; and lam chiefly 


erned this day in refuting two glaring misstatements made by the veteran 
writer £6 whom i have aivesdy reterred, in his article on this subject. Mr. 
Gladstone remarks: “ The seventh day of the week has been deposed enaeed ne 
title to obligatory religious observance, and its prerogative has been our 
over to the first.” Lask, was this the case, and categorically affirm, Never. £ . 
himself adds: This occurred “under no direct precept of Seripture, but yet wit 
a Biblical record of facts . . . which go far towards showing thatamong the 
Apostles themselves, and therefore from Apostolic times, the practice of Divine 
worship on the First Day has been continuously and firmly established.” ‘The fact 
ia that the evidence of Christian writers, of all shades of belief, is perfectly 
overwhelming in showing that the Apostles, and those succeeding for several 
centuries after the appearance of the founder of Christianity, never dreamt of 
disregarding the sanctity of the Jewish Sabbath, much less of moving for its 
transference from the seventh to the, first day of the week. It is undoubtedly 
true, as Mr, Gladstone remarks, that “the Christian community took upon 
itself to alter the form of the Jewish ordinanc3”: but it is not true, as hea 8, 
that “this was with a view to giving larger effect to its spiritual purpose. 
We have shown, on a former oc:asion, that the true purpose and significance of 
the Sabbath under the Jewish dispensation was as high and spiritual as it was 
possible to be. That individual Jews did not appreciate its lofty purpose or 
riein their observance of it to its spiritual standard, dare not be laid at the 
doors of the Jewish system, any more than the millions of Christian subjects of 
this realm, who flagrantly desecrate the Sabbath, can be taken as taithful 
exponents of the teachings of Christianity. “a 

. History has chronicled, beyond the shadow of a doubt, why “ the Christian 

community took upon iteelf to alter the form of the Jewish ordinance,” /.¢, the 
‘translation of the commandment from the seventh day of the week to the 
first,’ but the alteration of the Sabbath Day did certainly not arise from the 
desire “to give larger effect to its spiritual purpose.’ ‘The motive was far 
different, one scarcely as laudable. | 

What are the conditions under which the Sabbath was originally intro- 
duced ’ Though incorporated as a religious command in the Dzecalogue, in 
effect the observance ot a Seventh-day rest appears already in the beginning of 
the Book of Genesis, following the account of the Creation. This isa point of 
greater moment than most people imagine, viz :—that the Sabbath which was 
kept in the infancy of the world was one of Divine appointment, and we have 


a right to enquire :—' Has God, for some important reason, changed it to 


another day ’ [s there any question as to which day of the seven is obligatory ?”’ 
There is no doubt but that the Fourth Commandment simply required that day 
of the week to be kep* holy on which the Creator of the world rested; and tiis 
was clearly the seventh day of the week and no other, It is not observing the 
Fourta Commandment, if we keep the Sabbath on any other day of the week 
but the seventh. It has been well asked, can one change his birthday ? The 


first day of Passover, the Independence Day of the Jew, can no more be | 


separated from the 15:hof Nisan, than the American Independence Diy can be 
dissociated from the 4:h of July. It is the same of God's Sabbath-Festival. It 
is a Memorial of a certain event at a remote age of history, and the facts being 
such. “the whole work of creation would have to be gone over again,” before 
there could be a sanction for transferring the seventh-day Sabbath to any other 
day of the week. “God rested on the seventh day of the first week of time,” or 
in other words, on the seventh day of the first week of time, there was a luil in 
Creation intended by God asa lesson to mankind; we are to rest on the same 
day of the week, not only for the bigher objects of that rest, but also to hold 
the great fact of Creation in remembrance. Furthermore, God pointed out to 
the people at the giving of the manna, which day this Sabbath of the Creation 
was: for, on the sixth day of the week, the Israelite was bidden to collect a 
oe portion, as on the seventh day no manna whatever was to be found in 
the desert. | 
Between the giving of the Law on Sinai and the des‘ruction of the Second 
emple, some 15 centuries, it was the same Sabbath Day that was obligatory 
upon the Jewish people. That it continued to be observed, and that it has 
remained the same important institution among us as in the days of old, it is 
searcely necessary to state in any assembly of co-religionists ; but it is a point 
not generally known to Jews and non-Jews, and yet it is one that should be 
emphasised as opportunities present themselves, that not only the founder of 
Christianity, but even the Evangelists and the Apostles, expressed or recorded 
nothing concerning any desire for a change of the Sabbath, nor did aught to 
transfer the sanctity of the Sabbath of the Jewish Law to any other day of the 
week. Nay, further, we have these admissions at the hands of a host of 
Christian theologians — themselves Sunday observers—that “the early 
Christians still regarded the Sabbath as a Sacred Duy of Rest,” that 


“the primitive Christians had a great veneration for the Sabbath, and 


apes? the day in devotion and sermons; and it is not to be doubted, but 
that they derived this practice from the Apostles themselves ;” that “ during 
the early ages of the Church, the first day of the 
entitled “the Sabbath,” this word i, confined to the seventh da 
of the week, the Jewish Sabbath.”

If we would know what it was that com- 
pletely revolutionised Sabbath observance and established the Sunday festival, 
we have to point to the edict of the Emperor Constantine, in the fourt century, 
which ran as follows: “ Let all the judges and town-people, and all artisans 
rest on the venerable day of the sun, Sc.” No similar command, to rest on Sun- 
day, the first day of the week, can be found before this law issued by Constantine. 
It was he who struck the first real blow on behalf of what he termed “ the vener- 
able day of the sun,” but which wasinreality “the wild solar holiday of all Pagan 
times?’’ We are told by Christian writers, that the effect of this law upon the 
ancient Sabbath was greatiy to decrease the regard of the people 
for it, and to turn the tide of influence in favour of its rival; and that 
from this time time onward, the general disregard of the ancient Day of Rest in 
the Christian Church was a foregone conclusion.

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, THE ROMANCE OF A BOHEMIAN VILLAGE. 


BY LUCIEN WOLF. 


Last Saturday I read in the French newspapers an announcement of the 
death of Edouard Kohn, the well-known banker and philanthropist, Knight of the 
Legion of Honour, Treasurer of the Alliance Israélite, an homme de bien in ev ery 
sense of the term. ‘It is just twenty-five years since I first met Edouard Kohn, 
and I shall not easily forget the kindness with which he then received me, a 
bashful hobbledehoy, fresh from the playgrounds of the Brussels Athenée iil 
a stranger in Paris, The memory of that visit is precious to me, for another 
reason, fcr it was o propos of it that I first heard a charming little family 
history from my father. He related it to me as we strolled away that day from 
Edouard Kohn’s house to see the sights of the wonderful “ City of Light,” then 
in the last lustre of its Imperial splendour. 

Edouard Kohn was a relative of my father. The families of both came 
from Hareth, a sleepy little Bohemian village on the southern slopes of the 
Erzgebirge. Here for many generations a small Jewish community had existed, 
in which my grandfather, Nathan Wolf, factor to the neighbouring Squire, 
Baron Otto Von Lilienfeld, occupied an honoured position. When my father 
was yet a small boy there lived in a cottage in the woods hard by a widow, 
named Kobn, who had no small difficulty in making both ends meet with her 
family of three sons and one daughter. Two of the sons were already grown 
up, but the eldest, Simon, made only a precarious living by trading in the villages 
with English cotton handkerchiefs which he bought in Prague, while the second, 


. Simuel, was known all over the country side as a good-hearted, hare- brained 


ne'er-do-well, fond of the tavern and the lassies, and fonder still of a game of 
cards, There was another son, Joachim, whose descendants, as I shall presently 
relate, were written down for a splendid destiny, and finally there was the 
bright-eyed and sharp-tongued little Reésie, to whom all the boys in the village— 
my father and uncle among them—brought the naive homage of their gawky 
courtship. | 

One day the news ran through Hareth that Samuel Kohn had disappeared. 
He had last been seen drinking and gambling with strangers in the (ast- haus, 
and, after some high words, had tramped off in the direction of Saaz, a picture 
of shit misery. Weeks and months passed, and nothing was heard of him. 


Months grew into years, and the widow Kohn settled down to the sorrowful 


conviction that her son had fallen a victim to foul-play. Human life— 
especially Jewish life—was heid cheaply enough in the Erzgebirge 
in those days, for one other relative of mine was found murdered 
in the woods just about that period. Of Samuel Kohn, however, no 
trace was found. How long it was before the mystery was cleared up I cannot 
say; but it gradually leaked out that he was alive and well. Letters with strange 
postmarks began to be received regularly at the cottage in the wood. An 
unwonted air of comfort and even of prosperity was observed in the little home 
and after divine service on Sabbaths, the gossips would collect round the widow 
and make obsequious enquiries after her “ Herr Sohn.” One morning in the 
thirties the whole of Hareth was thrown into a paroxysm of the most intense 
excitement by a story which a peasant had brought into the village. Late on the 
preceding night he had been passing the widow Kohn’s cottage, when there 
suddenly drove up to the door a capacious travelling carriage drawn by six 
horses, and attended by four black servants in gorgeous liveries. A “ gentleman 
of noble presence ’—so said the peasant—had alighted and entered the cottage, 
and the black servants had followed with the baggage, which included a 
mysterious hogshead. The yokel had afterwards peered through the window end 
had seen—so he averred—the hogshead opened. in the presence of the 
widow, and—he swore it by all the saints —it was full to the brim of newly-coined 
cold. | 

On one pre‘ence or another a score of cisiilatanaen’ were soon knocking at 
the widow Kohn’s door. They found her radiant. The story was in its main 
lines true, the fact being that her errant son, Samuel, had come home. He was 


-no longer a scapegrace, she declared with tears in her eyes, for in far-away New 


Orleans he had made a fortune by honest industry, and the travelling carriage 
and the negro servants were his. He had left that morning for Teplitz on 
business and— What about the hogshead of gold!” asked a chorus of excited 


voices. The widow smiled, then said something playfully deprecatory of some 


people's inquisitiveness and finally declared she knew nothing about it, This part 


of the mystery nover was solved. 


It seems that Samuel Kohn, on the day on which he disappeared from 
Hareth, had been cheated of everything he had in the world by a gang of 
cardeharpers, ‘When he left the tavern with empty pr kets he felt he could not 
again go home to the poverty-stricken cottage in the wood and confess his 
follies to his long-suffering mother, so he turned his st ps in ths 
direction of the county town and thence tramped northward. all the way to 
Hamburg. He worked his way on a sailing veasel to New Orleans, where, 
devoting himself to trade, he made a large fortune. On returning to Europe he 
paid a flying visit to his mother, and, having established her in a more comfort- 
able home at Tuppelsgriin, near Carlsbad, took up his own abode in Paris where 
he founded a bank. | | 

So far my father’s story. The sequel reaches a more romantic level of 
interest, for since the day that I first heard of the old widow Kohn of Hareth, a 
great granddaughter of hers has become the consort of one of the reigning 
princes of Europe. Samuel Kohn, on settling in Paris, devoted himself to pro- 
moting the fortunes of his kindred. He was unmarried, and he adopted his 
nephew Edouard, a son of his brother Simon, whom he had well educated, 
and placed in his Paris business. His brother Joachim he sent to New Orleans 
to look after his interests there, and his sister Résie he gave in marriage, with a 
generous dowry, to an uncle of mine. A letter, dated Paris, November 24th, 
1834, in which he makes certain monetary arrangements in connection with 
my aunt's wedding, lies before me as I write. Later on Samuel Kohn gave up 
the bank entirely to his nephew Edouard, who took as a partner one of the 
Reinachs, of Frankfort, whereupon the firm became known as Kohn, Reinach 
& Cie. 

Samuel Kolin’s success in life had been remarkable, but jit was completely 
eclipsed by that of his younger brother Joachim, who, w alking i in his footsteps, 
accumulated a fortune of several millions sterling in New Orleans. The Crescent 
City at that time was the abode of many enterprising Jews. Among those who 
were most intimately associated with Joachim Kohn in his business were the two 
brothers Armand and Michel Heine, first cousins of Heinrich Heine. The Heines 
and Kohns intermarried. Edouard Kohn and his partner Reinach both took their 
wives from the Von Embden branch of the Heine family, and Emelie Koln, the, 
only daughter of Joachim, married Michel Heine, receiving, I believe 
a dowry of fifty million francs. The marriage took place in the old 
synagogue in New Orleans’ where Ada Isaaca’ Menken had once 


- preached a sermon on the eternal truths of Judaism ; ‘and in the same city on the 


10th February, 1858, Emelie presented her husband with a daughter. Seventeen 
years later this daughter, Marie Alice Heine, great-granddaughter of the old 
widow Kohn of Hareth, married Armand de Chapelle, Duke of Richelieu, of 
Fronsac and of Aiguillon and ber son is now the head of this puissant house, 
But this was not the culmination of her career, for nine years after the 
death of her first husband, which took place in 1880, she become the consort 
of His Serene Highness Albert I., Sovereign Prince of Monaco. The sovereignty 
is, perhaps, not a very important one butit is sufficiently real, I think, to invest 
with something of a dramatic interest the denouement to this absolutely 
authentic village romance. The story of the Princess of Monaco’s descent, on 
her father’s side, from old Heimann Heine of Biickeburg, the “kleiner Jude 
mit dem dicken langen Bart” over whom his grandson, Heinrich, makes so 
merry in his memoirs, has often been narrated of late. The curious in family 


histories may like to have as a pendant to it this scarcely lees romantic story of 


her maternal descent. 

I ought to mention that the Kohns have not only acquired influential 
relations among the Gentiles but they have also become allied with several of the 
leading Jewish families. Besides the Heines they are connected with the 


- Foulds, the Beers and the Weisweillers, and very shortly Georges Kohn, the only 


soh of the late Edouard Kohn, will acquire a brother-in-law in the person of 
Baron Henri de Rothschild.

This question is 
a difficult one, since upon the utterance of the individual so much harm, if 
only temporarily, may result for the race. Mr. Zancwi.t, at any rate, has 
given an example by Lis bold statements that the higher thought of the 
world is definitely non-Christian in all that differentiates Christianity from 
Judaism. This is the utterance of his article which will probably attract 
most attention outside. : 
‘Turning to those aspects of Mr. Zane WILU’s article which more nearly 
concern Jews, one cannot but be struck by the somewhat nebulous character 
of the Judaism on which Mr. Zanawitt lavishes such warm praises.

The return of the Board of Trade issued last week shows the number of 
aliens not ex reuvte for America, arriving bere during March, to have been 
2.959, as agai st 3,692 in the corresponding period in 184, These figures, however, 
include sailors, of whom there have to be deducted from the first figure 746, and 


from the latter figure, 1,193, thus leaving the vet figures at 2215, for March, 


1895, against 249 for March, 1894. OF those en route for America, the figures 
show 4,095 to have arrived duriog March, 1805, agaicss 3377 duriog March, 18M. 
Tbe arrivals from what are called “ other Contiven‘al ports,’ which inclade 
such places as. Dover, Folkestone, Harwich and Southampton, show 
a great falling off—074 being registered for March, 1894, and only 475 
for March, 1895.

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REMINISCENCES OF JEWS’ HOSPITAL. 


[FROM AN AWERICAN CORRESPONDENT. ]

He had not in that instance, however, for be came to examine. set cade 
boys” prior to their being accepted as inmates of the institution. 
was a great man in the eyes of the children, It was the “doctor ‘ Tidavs 
veto our admission to the school as well as our going home for the be 1 hen 
for in my term (1872—1878) Pesach and Succoth were spent at home bir those 
children whose pirents made an application for that privilege. Everyt "AE was 
strange that first day, and but a trifle less so through subsequent days. After . 
month or two, during which time we were placed under the tutelage of one o 
the advanced pupils, the new boys in our“ lot” had familiarised themselves wit 
the routine, and the home-sickness that attacked us upon our entering the school 
began to wear off, Each of the pupils had a number, and was as often called 
by such as by his proper name. The teachers, as well as the Headmaster, almost 
invariably used the number in preference to the name, and in a large institution 
such a system is expedient. [he Rev. John Chapman, our head and chief, was 
the one above all others whom we loved par excellence, no matter how 
seemingly severe his discipline, Even at this distant day, I remember his genial 
smile when one of us pleased him by ovr conduct, as wellas his righteous wrath, 
when we acted dishonourably. His very phrases still ring in my ears, and I 
presume that I often repeat them to the many pupils that attend my Religion 
Ulasses in Galveston, Texas, With all duc respect to the assistants—they had 
- indeed enough to bear—it was Mr, Chapman only, who could right the wrong ; 
and such a hold did this idea have upon us that when I visited Great Enxling 
School on my last trip to England, and stood face to face with the Chancellor, 
some of the old awe crept upon me, and I imagined tbat I was once more within 
the precincts of the N’vei Zedek. Yes! We loved him as he de erved to be 
loved, The assistant masters. David Harris, B. Jacobs, James Polack, C. E. 
Town—our own Christopher Edward—were invariably kind to us, and looking 
backward to-day, I can appreciate what trouble we gave them, and what patience 
they must have possessed. Mr. Polack was an “ old himself, so there were 
no tricks to be played upon him when he became teacher—he knew the rop:s 
‘too well. But all the others—including Mr. Harris aud Mr. Dubber, who taught 
us singing, and Mr, Swain, who taught drawing and drilling, were made the 
vietiis of our boyish pranks, Of the lady teachers the girls’ side’ Miss 
Cohen at one period, and Miss Chapman at another, had most authority, and we 
boys respected them as if each had been Mrs, Chapman, the indefatigable 
Matron, herself. The boys and girls were separated; we met only at meals, on 
excursiors, or at géneral social gatherings in the great dinicg-hall. Still, we 
always kpew that the ass stant lady teachers—Miss Saltie!, Miss Lehman, Miss 
Mitchell and Miss Grafton—were very much beloved, Some of the boys looked 
favourably upon certain girls—we were but children in thoso days—and, of 
course, we had to suffer a great.de'l of teasing at the hiads of our schoo!- 
fellows. With my wife and two children: by my side, I alvo plead guilty to 
having had a “sweetheart” in those by-gone times Met me hasten to assure 
the readers of this paper that I bad no serious intentions ! 

We were always bappiest before Yom Tov, School broke up alittle earlier 
every day, so that Mr. Chapman could taich us tho Yom Tov tunes, “ Melech 
Elyon” for Rosh Hishana was a favourite hymn with us, as well as ‘“ OJecha ”’ 
in Hallel, which we sang on Shebuoth. There was a tradition current amongst 
us that a boy named Alperovitch versificd “ Melech E yon” in English. We 
apotheosised him, as we did Perey Barnett (N». 9), the great scholar of the 

N'vei Zedek, for all time. When residents of London spent their summer 
vacation in or near Norwood, we could be. sure of their regular attendince at 
our Sabbath service. Dariog the whole summ:r the late Dr. N. M. Adler (2 ¥°?) 
visited us, and in a subsequert year Mr. Marcus N. Adler did likewise, the latter 
entleman performing the ceremony of Nesiath Capayim (Duchan) on Shebuoth: 
e always had visitors to our little synagogue on the Yamim Noraim, and from 
what we could glean our chanting never failed to please them. On these days 
we had fried fist for breakfas', and a double portion on Mot'zé Yom Kippur. 
It ia conceded on this side of the ocean that Mr. Zangwill in his “ Children of 
the Ghetto ” described Anglo-Israel’s liking for this comestible to a nicety, but 
I doubt very much whether the Norwood boys could not have rung the varia- 
tions upon Mr. Z.agwill’s description. We were only treated to this prototype 
of the Leviathan four or five times a year ; would it were otherwise; but Allah 
was great, and the management knew, and so we weresatisfied. Speaking about 
Fast-day, Iam reminded that in the throes of one Tisha B'ab,a boy found ashrub 
which he thought to be liquorice root. We all eat thereof, and it nearly ended 
our existence. Dr, Soper lived in Clapham, so Dr. Moon, one of the village 
physicians, was called, and the usual treatmont in such cases was followed. The 
red-path on which this shrab was foutd was taboo fora long time after. The 
infirmary of the institution was presided over by Nurse Defries, a motherly old 
lady, who knew how to pbysic the children as well as the doctor. The general 
health of the school was always good—thanks to wholesome food and salubrious 
surroundings—and during many, many years there was only one death within 
our walls (August Ist, 1874), that of Bernard Beer (No. 40), a bright little 
fellow. We boys followed the funeral cortége as far as the gates of the institu-

‘We 
had spending money seut to us by our parents, brothers, sisters, cousins and 
aunts, and a little went a long way in those days, Every month a boy was 
appointed to run errands for his schoolmates and three rg he times a week he 
gathered up odd pennies and purchased balls, tops, marbles, kites, sweet-stuff 
and like luxuries. And then we subscribed for a paper, whose legend read. To 
Budget.” What cared we if kingdoms fell or thrones tottered ; these — 
nothing compared with the fortanes of King Pippin or Silverspear, When the 
Christmas number of the “ Budget ” came out, little attention could we pay to 
our lessons for the numerous short stories that engrossed our mind. “ (es h-aux

An ex-pupil defrayed the expense of an excursion in the 
country, and his name was thrice hallowed. After service on Sabbath morning 
we went walking, and no more delightful country exists than the hills and daleg 
of Norwood and vicinity. We often went to Dulwich Picture Gallery, and 
spent a pleasant hour admiring works of art. Streatham Common lured us jn 
fine weather, and on week-dajs we were allowed to gather blackberries. Prizate 
theatricals were indulged in at stated season; and the “bolas” and “sty ad 
monkeys ’”’ that were sent down from London to grace the feast, were eaten with 
gusto. Between the physiciin, nurse and general management we were kept 
scrupulously clean. Laws of simple hygiene were pasted on tho wa'ls of the 
schoolroom for the benefit ot the pupils. The plunge-bith wis a popular 
feature. The boy who could swim thrice round the enclosure was a hero, an} 
he who could throw a somersault and alight on bis feet immortatised himself. 
Room 42 was set aside for chronic cases of insubordiration, but thinks to a 
kindly discipline these were few and far between. Our training at Jews’ 
Hospital had a salutary effect upon us that time could not vanquish, O-cderand 
precision ‘were inculcated at every step. 

From the dormitories the fireworks at the Crystal Palacs could be seen, and 
every Thursday night we took advantage of this, and did not retire till the 
Prince of Wales’ feather ascend:d, For the most part we boys lived happily 
together as members of one large family, The thirty children’ that came to us 
from the Orphan Asylum at Tenter Ground were soon made to feel at home, 
Qf course, we had nicknames—Carroty Knob was the epithet levelled at a red- 
hired lad, “schmooser” was the sneak, and so oa ad lihitum, . Reverend 
gentlemen of London visited us occasionally and examined us in Hebrew, 
Religion, &c. One clergyman suddenly and without warning asked each of us 
to show his Arbang Kanfotb, and great was his pleasure to find that we wereall 
supplied. We received a very fair education, superior to that of the Beard 
S:bhools, French was taught io the higher grades, and advanced mathematics in 
the first class, Prize days came round bi-annually, and were anticipated with 
pleasure, The holder of the “Julian Emanuel” or ‘ Evelina” prize of five 
pounds was the envied of all prize winners. Our few years’ at the Jews’ Hospital 
sped round quickly enough. Early in our fifteenth year, equipped in a measure 
for the battle of life, we left the N'vei Zedek to be apprestived to a trade or to 
learn a profession, While we were glad to go to our families egain, miny of us 
regretted leaving our school-fellows—playmates of five years s:anding, and the 
institution that had been so much to us, We bade one and all, teachers and 
companions, a hearty, if tearful, good-bye, not forgetting to shake the paw of

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


bd following letter from Prince Kropotkin was published in the 7imcs of 
uesday :—_ 

Six,—When I was reading, a few months ago, in M. A, Errera’s book, “ The 
Jews in Russia,” that an old Jew, bitten by a rabid dog, had been refused 
admission to the Pasteur Institute at St. Petersburg, because it had been 

rohibited to admit Jews to the hospita’s of the Russian capital, I confess that 
I was somewhat sceptical to the fact. It had been mentioned in the Russian 
papers at the time it had happened ; the refusal had been testified, it was said 
in writing, by the doctors of the hospital; one had thus to believe it. Still, I 
thought, like facts will not be repeated. They are too revolting. But in the 
Oficial Messenger (Pra vitelst vennyt Vyestnik) of March 23 (April 4), which 
reaches me to-day, I find a circular of the Minister of War, General Vannovsky, 
which shows that the inhumane policy of the Russian Government as regards 
the Jews is simply growing from worse to worse. Here is a full translation of 
this circular, which is dated March 18 (March 30), 1895 :— . 

“In virtue of art. 13 of the law on passports, as revised in 1893, Jews are 
prohibited from staying or permanently residing in the provinces of the Don, 
Kuban, and Terek. Consequently they may come to these provinces exclusively 
in the cases specified in art. 157, 159, and 161 of-the said law. But these 
articles contain no mention whatever of the Jews being allowed to come from 
the regions where pas are permitted to reside to other parts of the Empire for 
reasons of health, Under the present laws concerning the Jews (Law on 


Passports, art, 158, Fe 1, g.), they are allowed the benefit of mineral waters and — 


clinical hospitals at Kieff only. 

‘Nevertheless, Jews continue to visit the mineral waters of Caucasia, for 
reasons of health, . 

‘ According! and considering that besides the Pyatigorsk, Zheleznovodsk, 
Essentuki, and Kislovodsk springs, there are other mineral waters in other 
parts of the province of Terek, as well as in the provinces of the Don and 
Kuban—in order to avoid confusion on this point, I consider it necessary to 
point out to the Caucasus and Don authorities that, in virtue of the law, Jews must 
not be allowed to come to the provinces of Don, Kuban, and Terek, neither for 
using the mineral waters, nor for medical treatment of illness altogether.”

THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH ON “THE MISSION OF. ISRAEL 
AND MODERN LIFE.” 


Preaching at the Berkeley Street Synagogue from Isaiah 42, 6, on the 7th day 
cf Passover, the Rev. Morris JOSEPH said that the idea of Israel being divinely 
selected not merely as the recipient of moral and spiritual blessings, but as their 
transmitter, had been developed by a process of evolution from the old Mosaic 
ideal of a “ kingdom of priests and a holy nation.”

as quixotic, and in truth there was no little force in the arguments of those who. 


sce defend the adjective. The “reproach of Egypt” was still clinging to 
srael, 
have grown weary of his Deliverer, and to have lost almost the desire of calliug 
upon Him. Crowded synagogues ought to echo the Shemang Sabbath after 
Sabbath, and bear witness to the one God, and to the reality of the Israelite’s belief 
in Him, but, save on great occasions, the Houses of Prayer were practically 
empty. Nor did the modern Jew seem qualified by any moral superiority to 
become that light of the nations of which the Prophet spoke, Was it not idle 
to talk of regenerating the world by their example when there was so much 
in their own lives that needed reforming? And yet while admitting the cogency 
of these objections they should still hold fast to the belief in the eventual realisa- 
tion of Israel’s great life-task, He, the preacher, personally believed in a coming 
revival of Jewish enthusiasin for Jewish ideals, 
larger religious revival, so sorely needed in these days—a revival which should set 
their lives once more beneath God's yoke, which should rout their indifference to 
higher things, their dominating love of self, nay, which should put new life into 
their Judaism, and draw to it the loyalty and the love of the intellectual Israelite. 
Their children, at any rate,,would have a greater faith in their own spiritual 
possibilities and in those of their race. From them Judaism would assuredly have 
& more sustained loyalty. No merely theoretical adherence to the ancient covevant 
would content them, ‘lheir religion would mould conduct for them after a noble 
patt rn ; and others, too, would see, and be reproved, and in the end be uplifted in 
their turn, And could there be any doubt that there was pressing need for the work 
thus proffered to the modern Israelite? Within the past day or two the Synagogue 
and the Church had been’at one in doing homage to the great ideaof the Divine 
Redemption, But while in the one case the redemption was that voucheafed 
to oppressed Israel by God’s righteously outstretched arm, in the other case it was 
a rcdemption of the world from the natural consequences of sin by the capricious 
and incomprehensible sacrifice of God Himself. Against the Christian doctrine of 
the Atonement, striking as it did at the conceptions of God's justics and man’s 
responsibility, Judaism had still to offer the most strenuous protest.

Religious instruction will then be given in central localities, as well 
as in State schools. A public meeting of the Jews of Melbourne is to be held 
shortly for the purpose of submitting the scheme and obtaining subscribers to 
the funds required for carrying it into effect. The cost of the scheme is to be 
defrayed by voluntary subscriptions and school fees. The subscribers will then 
be requested to elect a School Board, which, as stated before, shall have the 
entire inanagement of the Education system,

“ORPHAN DAY” IN THE SYNAGOGUES. 


GREAT SYNAGOGUE, 


The CHIEF RabBI preached on the seventh day of Passover at the Great 


Synagogue toa congregation which thronged every part of the building. He took 
for Lis text the words of the song of Moses: “ This is my God and I will glorify 
him, my father’s God and I will exalt him,” a verse which may be regarded as the 
keynote of our Faith acd our Duty. This acknowledgment of God should not be 
suffered to remain a mere dogma and dry theory, but should become the mainspring 


of our action, In pleading that day from all the Synagogue pulpits of the United | 


Kingdom the Minieters prove’, if only their congregants would hear the appeal, 
that toey had fully grasped the ideal spiritual teaching of the Passover, The 
Preacher then proceeded to trace the respective histories of the Jews’ Hospital 
founded by the wealthier section of the community, and of the Orphan Asylum 
which had been established by the poor, for tne poor, at the period of a visitation 
cf cholera, It bad been one of the happiest thoughts of the community to transfer 
the united charities to West Ncr.vood, How striking the contrast between the 
ruddy ckeeks and chubby faces of the Norwood children and the pale and wan 
features and at'enuated bodies too often to be met with in our London schools. 
Dr, Adler besought the Jewish in-dwellers of the East to second the zealous efforts 
of their brethren in the West, worthily to signalise the approaching centenary by 
evabling the managers t» build forthwith the mach-need d wing, He reminded 
them that the majority of the iumates were the children of foreigners who had in 
many cases come tu an untimely end, through the privations and anxicties endured 
in their native land. He asked them to listen to the cry which the orphan and 
friendless children of the community address d to them, And in their ery, they 
heard the voice of the Almighty, saying: ‘ Leave thy fatherless children to me, 
| will keep them alive,” admonishing them : ‘“ Ye shall not afflict any widow, and 
fatherless child,’ exborting them to rejoice the heat of the stranger and the 


orphan, as the fi fest means of consecrating and hallowing the Festival of the 


Lord. 
| NEW SYNAGOGUE. 
The Rev. Harkt3s CourEN, of Nottingham, preached a charity sermon on the 
Seventh Day of the Festival at the New Syoayogue, Great St. Helen's, and took his 
text from Deuteronomy xv., 11. You are asked, he said, to contzibute to an insti-

Waifs and strays left t> the influcnves of painfal circumstances are frequently seen 
successfully battling with them ani rising superior to them, aseending slowly and 
surely the ladder of life, gaining strength and determination at every upward st p, 
They are thus enabled eventually to look down with contempt and disdain upon 
those favoured ones who have dissipated through ind Jlence and love of ease, the 
advantages which they at one ‘ime enjoyed of which they failed to avail themselves. 
The natural qualifications needed for such success are generally of a high order, 
which area blessing conferred uyon batfew. There must be an infinitely larger 
humber of helpless children, who would deteriorate and sink into crime and 
disrepute were nota helpirg and saving hand held out to them. We are desirous 


of rescuing these from such a sad fate and not by destroying their self-respect, 


We are anxious to supply them with a store-house of mentsl wealth, with a supply 


_ Of well-regulated and reliable principles which can never be taken from them bat 


can be strengthened with pleasure and advantage at every period of life. The 
religious and intellectual training furnished by the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan

out their destiny by diat of superiority of character and ability alone. These 
blessinge will brighten and smoothen their rugged path and fit them for an 
honourable career such as the community need not be ashamed of, For this useful 
Institation, one of the richest ornaments of our communal life, I appeal ; it, first, 
redeems the orphans and destitute ones from irreligion and igaorance: it, then, 
Supplies them with an honest and self-supporting occupation : and, lastly, it 
watches over them with loving solicitude, for years after they have made their 
entry into the busy world, so full of temptations to the young and inexperienced, 
Such an act of Charity is of the highest class, Our Rabbis say “ A never-ending 
act of charity is done by him who trains an orphan in his house.” Let us show 
our appreciation, in a tangible way, of the inosca able good, which this Institution 
does for the crejit of ta: community. Such Lasticutions rai-e the glory of the 
Jewish name, and help to silence the base calamaies of Anti-Semitism, Let us veh 
Weary in our efforts to aid the struggling and respectable poor and thus follow the 
example of our Maker, who heard the cries of our helpless and saffering ancestors 
in t and remembered His covenant with Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. Let us 


remember the piety and philanthropy of our forefathers, by whom the exercise of | 


charity was regarded as a daly duty, “ Before prayiog give charity "’ was their 
motto, Let us be mindful of “the Covenant of Brotherhood ” which should bridge 


the chasm between rich and por aad thus merit th2 blessings of oar Universal

tion of the social fabric, Out of their scanty earaings it was obviously impo-sible 


for them to make adequate provision for those left behind. Their orphaned sons 
and caughters are a sa red legacy and solemn trast bequeathed to the commanity. 
If the latter fails to realise its responsibility, the future of these neglected children 
may seriously imperil the repute and well-being of English Judaism generally, just 
as derelict ships abandoned by their owners menace the safety of the craft sent from 


port in a seaworthy condition, One shudders to think of the depth of misery, 


depravity, wretshedness and crime into which the young, corrapted by evil associa- 
tions, can fall, But if these delicite buds and blossoms of childhood are carefully

East LONDON SYNAGOGUE, 


The Rev. J. STERN preached before a large congregation from the text “ And 


thou shalt surely rejoice, and they shall not appear before the Lord empty, 
Every man shall give as he is able, atcording to the blessing of the Lord, thy God, 
which he hath given thee’ (Dent. 16,16-17), At the conclusion of his discourse 
Mr, Stern pointed out how the celebration of the festival had ever been 
associated with the bestowal of charity, how in the days of old, the Israelites had 
gone up to Jerusalem theie hands laden with gifts for God's altar, their 
hearts full of loving thought ard sympathy for those of His creatures 
in need of a brother's help. The rich man gave boanteously of his 
abundance and the poor ungrudvingly offered his mite to him who was 
poorer still, One cesire filled the hearts of all, to vive lovingly and thankfully 
in the name of Him who was the Giver of all, Jews had ever b en mindfal of 
the duty they owed to their poor, bat it was evident that although the community 
had advanced in many a sphere of activity, it had not male such rapid progress in 
the art of giving as the increased claims upon our charitable inetitations demanded. 
Referring to the special appeal on behalf of tae Norwood Institution, Mr, Stern 
drew the attention of ‘his congregants to the leatlet ‘' The Charity—i's Claims,” a copy 
of which was placed on every seatinthesynagogue. The plain facts there set forto 
would, he felt sure, appeal to them more forovibly then any worda of his, and his pre- 
vious experience in pleading the cause of the Jewa’ Hospital had assured him that in 
no part of the metropolis was its good work on behalf of the orphaned children fo 
the poor better known and more appreciated than in the East E id, where their Aid 
Society had been the meaus of permanently increasing the resources of the inetita- 
tion to an extent that had far exceeded his auticipations. The interest evinced, 
especially among the younger members of the coogregation, in the concert organised 
uncer the auspices of the society, had been such as to ensure a substantial contribu- 
tion being handed over to the Extension Fund of the parent iastitution, on behalf

In the past 31 years [ have appealed to your benevolence 
I koow not how often, But this Ido know, I have never pleaied in vain ; always 
with bountiful results, And this,too,[ know, I have never pleaded amore urgent, 
a more deserving cause than that now before us. Fatherless, motherless, children 
speak to you through me. They beg to you for the love and cire from waich they 
have been bereaved, They cry for ; for clothing, for shelter, and still more for 
preparation to fight the battle of life stardily and successfully, O, fathers here! 
O, mothers! whose great hope and prayer it is that your soos and dauzaters sball 
become able, worthy, thriving, men and women, QO, parents ! who plan an! work 
night and day to secure the future of your boys and girls, will you tarn a deaf ear 
to orphan children who cry to you for a little of « father’s care, for somethiog of a 
mother’s love; who cry to you for a fair chance in life? Will you refuse their 
appeal? I cannot think it, Yoa will help to build the house that will shelter 
their years of helplessness ; you will he!p to teach and train them to be self. 
helping, And you boys and girls here, whose happiness it is t» enjoy the love and 
care of affectionate parents, you w'li help your less furtavate brothers aad sisters, 
You too will join in the good work.

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


The happy notion of commemorating Jewish scholars by societies named 


after them is spreading. Munich is not to be behind Berlin, and as the latter 


has its Zunz-stiftung, the former has created its Perles-stiftung. May it do as 
good work as its predecessor. 


The interest felt in the pronouncements on Jews and Judaism to be found 
in Greek and Roman writers will receive a fresh fillip from M. Theodore 
Reipach’s latest work, “ Textesd'auteurs grecs et romains relatifs au Jucaisme 
(Paris, Ernest Leroux, 1805) will prove ove of the most popular publications of 
the “Société des Etudes Juives.” It is rather a pity that M. Reinach has not 
extended his scope to include inscriptions and coins, but his collection of 
passages in the original Greek and Latin, with a French translation and notes: 
is very valuable, Of another book “ The Jewish Race in Ancient and Roman 
History (Burns and Oates) translatei by Theresa Crook from the eleventh 
revised edition of A. Rendu, LL.D,” Ican only say that £ marvel at anyone 
writing it, but marvel more at anyone translating and printing it. Itis altogether 
without merit and has no redeeming points. I+ is a bald and useless summary, 
without even freshness of presentation to atone for its shortcoming. 


Dr. Krauskopf, of Philadelphia, has published a “ School Service : (Phila. 
del phia, Oscar Klonower), which combines many excellenccs. It 1s simple, it, 
is effective, it is Jewish. I can recommend the little book to our school 
managers for use, if not in its entirety, certataly in parts, The plan of the 
volume is this. Certain simple prayers and hymns are to be used always, but 
besides these there are ten alternative services from which selection may be 
made, These are all admirable. In each of these ten servires, there is first a 
“ Meditation,” then a series of ‘ Responsive Readings,’ and finally a “ Hymn,” 
These “* Responsive Readings” ‘are intended for recitation in alternate verses 
by the Superintendent and the school children. What I like about these read- 
ings is the skill with which passages from the Talmud, the medieval Rabbis, 
and the Apoc-ypba have been welded togetke-, [quote in the next paragraph 
one specimen of thes? Readings, and in the following paragraph one of the 
Hymrs. |

“ORPHAN DAY” IN THE SYNAGOGUES. 


GREAT SYNAGOGUE, | 
The CHIEF RABBI preached on the seventh day of Passover at the Great 
Synagogue to a congregation which thronged every part of the building. He took 
for Lis text the woids of the song of Moses: “ This is my God and I will glorify 
him, my father’s God and I will exalt him,” a verse which may be regarded as the 
keynote of our Faith acd our Duty, This acknowledgment of God should not be 
suffered to remain a mere dogma and dry theory, but should become the mainspring 
of our action, In pleading that day from all the Synayogue pulpits of the United 
Kingdom the Ministers prove’, if only their congregants would hear the appeal, 
that toey had fully grasped the ideal spiritual teaching of the Passover, The 
Preacher then proceeded to trace the respective histories of the Jews’ Hospital 
founded by the wealthier section of the community, and of the Orphan Asylum 
which had been established by the poor, for the poor, at the period of a visitation 
cf cholera, It bad been one of the happiest thoughts of the community to transfer 
the united charities to West Ncrwvood, How striking the contrast between the 
ruddy ckeeks and chubby faces of the Norwood children and the pale and wan 
featares and at'enuated bodies too often to be met with in our London schools, 
Dr, Adler besought the Jewish in-dwellers of the East to second the zealous efforts 
of their brethren in the West, worthily to signalise the approaching centenary by 
epabling the managers t» build forthwith the mach-need d wing, He reminded 
them that the majority of the iumates were the children of foreigners who had in 
many cases come tu an untimely end, through the privations and anxicties endured 
in their native land, He asked them to listen to the cry which the orphan and 
frievdless children of the community address d to them, And in their cry, they 
heard the voice of the Almighty, saying: ‘ Leave thy fatherless children to me, 
| will keep them alive,” admonishing them : “ Ye shall! not afflict any widow, and 
fatherless child,’ exborting them to rejoice the heat of the stranger and the 
orphan, as the fi test means of consecrating and hallowing the Festival of the 
Lord, 
NEW SYNAGOGUE. | 

The Rev. HARRI3 COHEN, of Nottingham, preached a charity sermon on the 
Seventh Day of the Festival at the New Synavogue, Great St. Helen’s, and took his 
text from Deuteronomy xyv,, 11. You are asked, he said, to contvibute to an insti- 
tution which is the pride and the glory of our community, an establishment which 
is about to reach the hundredth year of its humane and beneficent wok. It need 
hardly be said that the Sacred Volume is full of precepts enforcing the duty of 
obedience. On every page almost we have a clear indication that we cannot by any

Waifs and strays left t> the inflacnces of painfal circumstances are frequently seen 
successfully battling with them ani rising superior to them, ascending slowly and 
surely the ladder of life, gaining streagth and determination at every upward st p. 
They are thus enabled eventually to look down with coatempt and disdain upon 
those favoured ones who have dissipated through ind .lence and love of ease, the 
advantages which they at one ‘ime enjoyed of which they failed to avail themselves. 
The natural qualifications needed for such success are generally of a high order, 

which area blessing conferced uyon bat few. There must be an infinitely larger 
number of helpless children, who would deteriorate and sink into crime and 
disrepute were nota helpirg and saving hand held out tothem. We are desirous 
of rescuing these from such a sad fate and not by destroying their self-respect, 
We are anxious to supply them with a store-house of ments! wealth, with a supply 


of well-regulated and reliable principles which can never be taken from them buat — 
can be strengthened with pleasure and advantage at every period of life. The 


religious and intellectual training furnished by the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum coupled with the Technical Instruction given therein, which is so indis- 
pensable for success in life at the present time of keen competition and appreciation 
of skilled labour, cannot fail to afford valuable assistance to those friendless 
children who have lost their natural guardians, their parents, and have to carve 
out their destiny by diat of superiority of character and ability alone. These 
blessings will brighten and smoothen their rugged path and fit them for an 
honourable career such as the community need nos be ashamed of, For this useful 
Institation, one of the richest ornaments of our communal! life, I appeal ; it, first, 
redeems the orphans and destitute ones from irreligion and igaorance: it, then, 
Supplies them with an honest and self-supporting occupation: and, lastly, it 


watches over them with loving solicitude, for years after they have made their | 


entry into the busy world, so full of temptations to the young and inexperienced, 
Such an act of Charity is of the highest class, Our Rabbis say “ A never-ending 
act of charity is done by him who trains an orphan in his house.” Let us show 
our appreciation, in a tangible way, of the inoslca able goo, which this Institution 

3 for the credit of tas community. Such [ustications rai-e the glory of the 
Jewish name, and help to silence the base calumaies of Anti-Semitism. Let us not 
Weary in our efforts to aid the struggling and respectable poor and thus follow the 
example of our Maker, who heard the cries of our helpless and suffering ancestors 
in Egypt and remembered His covenant with Abraham, Isaac and Jacob.

of this country. The working classes to which they belonged conatitate the founda- 
tion of the social fabric, Out of their scanty earainga it was obviously impo-sible 
for them to make adequate provision for those left behind. Their orphaned sons 
and caughters are a sa red legacy and solemn trust bequeathed to the commanity, 
If the latter fails to realise its responsibility, the future of these neglected children 
may seriously imperil the repute and well-being of English Judaism generally, jast 
a3 derelict ships abandoned by their owners menace the safety of the craft sent from 
port in a seaworthy condition, Oae shudders to think of the depth of misery, 
depravity, wretshedness and crime into which the young, corrapted by evil associa- 
tions, can fajl. But if these delicite buds and blossoms of childhood are carefully 
tended, the beautiful flowers of manhood and womanhood into which they will 
develop,will be ample recompense for all the sacrifices made on their behalf, The 
fa’her of orphans who repays measure for measure will keep sorrow and sickness 
from those who yruard and yaide His helpless children ; He will open His treasure 
house and pour out abundantly upon us Ilis infinitely rich and manifold blessings, 


Bast LONDON SYNAGOGUE, 

The Rev. J, F, SrERN preached before a large congregation from the text “ And 
thou shalt surely rejoice, and they shall not appear before the Lord empty, 
Every man shall give as he is able, atcording to the blessing of the Lord, thy God, 
At the conclusion of his discourse 
Mr, Stern pointed out how the celebration of the festival had ever been. 
associated with the bestowal of charity, how in the dayaof old, the Israelites had 
gone up to Jerusalem their hands laden with gifts for God's altar, their 
hearts full of loving ‘thought ard sympathy for those of His creatures 
in need of a brother's help. The rich man gave bounteously of hia 
abundances and the poor ungrudyvingly offered his mite to him who waa 
poorer still, One cesire filled the hearts of all, to wive lovingly and thankfully 
in the name of Him who was the Giver of all, Jews had ever b en mindful of 
the duty they owed to their poor, bat it was evident that although the community 
had advanced in many a sphere of activity, it had not male such rapid proyress in 
the art of giving as the increased claima upon our charitable inetitations demanded. 
Referriug to the special appeal on behalf of tna Norwood Institation, Mr, Stern 
drew the attention of his congregants to the leaflet The Charity—i’s Claims,’ a copy 
of which was placed on every seatinthesynagogue. The plain facts there set fortn 
would, he felt sure, appeal to them more foroibly thin any words of his, and his pre- 
vious experience in pleading the cause of the Jewa’ Hospital had assared him that in 
no part of the metropolis was its good work on behalf of the orphaned children fo 
the poor better known and more appreciated than in the East Eid, where their Aid | 
Society had been the meaus of permanently increasing the resources of the instita- 
tion to an extent that had far exceeded his auticipations, The interest evinced, 
especially among the younger members of the coogregation, in the concert organised 
uncer the auspices of the society, had been such as to ensure a substantial contribu- 
tion being handed over to the Extension Fuad of the parent lastitution, oa behalf

BIRMINGHAM, 

On the First Day of Passover, the Rev. G, J. Ew male an app3al on 
behalf of the institution at Norwood. After recounting the histories of the

Jewish children living in the United Kingdom, We 
have in Birmingham, I am thaokfal to say, a fair number of anoual subscribers to 


the institution, and also an Aid S ciety, the first established in the provinces, and 


which has led to the establishment of many others, Both these helps to the inati- 
tution I hope to see increased t» meet the increased expenditure which will result 
from the extension of the institution, Ba: what I now most urgently ask for is 
help t> the fund to raise the new building tu receive the ons handred more of the 
orphans unprovided for. Brethrea, I commence tv-day, the Slad year of my 
ministry in Birmingham. In the past 31 years [ have appealed to your benevolence 
I koow not how often, But this Ido know, I have never pleated in vain ; always 
with bountifal results, Andthis,too,[ know, I have never pleaded amore urgent, _ 
a more deserving cause than that now before us. Fatherless, motherless, children 
speak to you through me. They beg to you for the love and cure from which they 
have been bereaved. They cry for food, for clothing, for shelter, and still more for 
preparation to fight the battle of life stardily and successfully. O, fathers here ! 
O, mothers! whose great hope and prayer it is that your soos and daugaters shall 
become able, worthy, thriving, men and women, O, parents! who plan ani work 
night and day to secure the future of your boys and girls, will you turn a deaf ear 
to orphan children who cry to you for a little of » father’s care, for somethiog of a 
mother’s love; who cry to you for a fair chance in life? Will you refuse their 
appeal? I cannot think it. You will help to build the house that will shelter 
their years of helplessness ; you will he!p to teach and train them to be self. 
helping, And you boys and girls here, whose happiness is is t»enjoy the love and 
care of affectionate parents, you w:li help your less furtanate brothers aad sisters, 
You too will join in the good work. I will gratefaily accept all gifte—the rich

BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


The happy notion of commemorating Jewish scholars by societies named 


after them is spreading. Munich is not to be behind Berlin, and as the — 
has its Zunz-stiftung, the former has-created its Perles-stiftung, May it do as 
good work as its predecessor, 


The interest felt in the pronouncements on Jews and J udaism to be found 
in Greek and Roman writers will receive a fresh fillip from M. Theodore 
Reipach’s latest work, “ Textesd’auteurs grecs et romains relatifs au Juca isme 
(Paris, Ernest Leroux, 1895) will prove one of the most popular publications of 
the “Société des Etudes Juives.” It is rather a pity that M. Reinach has not 
extended bis scope to include inecriptions and coins, but his collection of 
passages in the original Greek and Latino, witha French translation and notes) 
is very valuable, Of another book “ The Jewish Race in Ancient and Roman 
History ” (Burns and Oates) “ translate 1 by Theresa Crook from the eleventh 
revised edition of A. Rendu, LL.D,” Ican only say that I marvel at anyone 
writing it, but marvel more at anyone translating and printingit. Itis altogether 
without merit and has no redeeming pvints. It is a bald and useless summuiry, 
without even freshness of presentation to atone for its shortcomings. 


Dr. Krauskopf, of Philadelphia, has published a “School Service ” (Phila. 
delphia, Oscar Klonower), which combines many excellenccs. It is simple, it, 
is effective, it is Jewish. I can recommend the little book to our school 
managers for use, if not in its entirety, certataly in parts, The plan of the 
volume is this. Certain simple prayers and bymons are to be used always, but 
besides these there are ten alternative services from which selection may be 
made, These are all admirable. Ia each of these ten servires, there is first a 
“ Meditation,” then a series of “ Responsive Readirgs,”’ and finally a“ Hymn,” 
These “ Responsive Readings”’ are intended for recitation in alternate verses 
by the Superintendent and the school children. What I iske about these read- 
ings is the skill with which passages from the Talmud, the medieval Rabbis, 
and the Apoc-ypha have been welded togethe-, [quote in the next paragraph 
one specimen of thes» Readings, and in the following paragraph one of the 
Hymrs.

“ORPHAN DAY” IN THE SYNAGOGUES. 
| GREAT SYNAGOGUE, 

The CHIEF Rabsi preached on the seventh day of Passover -at the Great 
Synagogue to a congregation which thronged every part of the building. He took 
for Lis text the words of the song of Moses: “This is my God and I will glorify 
him, my father's God and I will exalt him,” a verse which may be regarded as the 
keynote of our Faith acd our Duty, This acknowledgment of God should not be 


suffered to remain a mere dogma and dry theory, but should become the mainspring 


of our action, In pleading that day from all the Synagogue pulpits of the United 
Kingdom the Ministers prove, if only their congregants would hear the appeal, 
that toey had fully grasped the ideal spiritual teaching of the Passover, The 
Preacher then proceeded to trace the respective histories of the Jews’ Hospital 
founded by the wealthier section of the community, and of the Orphan Asylum 
which had been established by the poor, for the poor, at the period of a visitation 
of cholera, It bad been one of the happiest thoughts of the community to transfer 
the united charities to Wes Ncrwood, How striking the contrast between the 
ruddy cheeks and chubby faces of the Norwood children and the pale and wan 
features and at’enuated bodies too often to be met with in our London schools, 
Dr, Adler besought the Jewish in-dwellers of the East to second the zealous efforts 
of their brethren in the West, worthily to signalise the approaching centenary by 
evabling the managers t» build forthwith the much-need d wing, He reminded 
them that the majority of the iumates were the children of foreigners who had in 
many cases come tu an untimely end, through the privations and anxicties endured 
in their native land. He asked them to listen to the cry which the orphan and 
friendless children of the community address d to them, And in their cry, they 
heard the voice of the Almighty, saying: ‘ Leave thy fatherless children to me, 
| will keep them alive,” admonishing them: ‘“ Ye shall not afflict any widow, and 
fatherless child,’’ exborting them to rejoice the hea-t of the stranger:and the 
oe as the fi test means of consecrating and hallowing the Festival of the 
Lord, 


NEW SYNAGOGUE. 

The Rev, HaArk13 COHEN, of Nottingham, preached a charity sermon on the 
Seventh Day of the Festival at the New Synavogue, Great St. Helen’s, and took his 
text from Deuteronomy xv., 11. You are asked, he said, to contzibute to an insti- 
tution which is the pride and the glory of our community, an establishment which 
is about to reach the hundredth year of its humane aad beneficent wok. It need 
hardly be said that the Sacred Volume is full of precepts enforcing the duty of 
obedience. On every page almost we have a clear indication that we cannot by any 


_ prayer that we utter or any Psalm that we sing, serve our Father in Heaven more 


truly and more faithfully than when we minister to the wants of the orphan and 
the friendless, In the name, therefore, of the inmates of tne Orphan Asylum, and 
particularly in the uame of those helpless and hapless children who, owing to its 


- linnited space, are excluded fromis benefite, I appeal to you this sicred day of 


Passover to give “every man accordiry to his meaus.”’ Let all contribute their 
share, even the po.r; let them not argue that since the large sum of £20,000 is 
required for the proposed building, it ig » charity to whica only those that can 
afford their guineas should contribute, No! let them also give their mite, And if 
this we all do, then the voices of gratitude that rise from the hearts of the poor 
orphans whom you are raising, however weak their tones may be, shall grow stronger 
and stronger and plead at the gate of Heaven in the days when, perhaps, we may 
suffer the frown of fate, and the visitations of calamity from which the mightiest 
have no immunity, may come upon us, |

Toat Torah requires that the Sabbash shal! be 
kept holy, No manner of werk shall be done on the Sabbath. The Torah 
requires a strict ob3ervance of the dietary laws. The preacher thea took the word 
JIN in the sense of making a habitation, and applied the spirit of the text to the 
cause of the PT¥ 1)J—the “ Righteous Habitation ’’—the Centenary of which was 
soon to be celebrated, An appeal in aid of its funds for extendiag the noble 
work which it is doing was followed by an earnest prayer. 


ST, JOHN'S Woop SYNAGOGUE, | 


On the first day of Passover the Rev. B, BERLINER delivered a sermon based on 
Psalms cxiii. 5, 6, 7, and 8, At its conclusion he said: Before leaving 


the pulpit it is my duty to plead on behalf of the Jews’ Hospital — 


and Orphan Asylum, The Almighty Creator cordescends to call Himself 
“A father to Orphans,” How often do we see this exemplified in every-day life! 
Waifs and strays left t> the inflacnves of painfal circumstances are frequently seen 
successfully battling with them and rising superior to them, ascending slowly and 
surely the ladder of life, gaining strength and determination at every upward st p, 
They are thus enabled eventually to look down with coatempt and disdain upon 
those favoured ones who have dissipated through ind lence and love of ease, the 
advantages which they at one ‘ime enjoyed of which they failed to avail themselves. 
The natural qualifications needed for such success are generally of a high order, 
which area blessing conferred uyon bat few. There must be an infinitely larger 
number of helpless children, who would deteriorate and sink into crime and 
disrepute were not a helpirg and saving hand held out to them. We are desirous 


of rescuing these from such a sad fate and not by destroying their self-respect, — 


We are anxious to supply them with a store-house of mentsl wealth, with a supply 


Of well-regulated and reliable principles which can never be taken from them bat 


can be strengthened with pleasure and advantage at every period of life. The 
religious and intellectual training furnished by the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum coupled with the Technical Instruction given therein, which is so indis- 
‘pensable for success in life at the present time of keen competition and appreciation 
of skilled labour, cannot fail to afford valuable assistance to those friendless 
children who have lost their natural guardians, their parents, and have to carve 
out their destiny by diat of superiority of character and ability alone. These 

lessinge will brighten and smoothen their rugged path and fit them for an 
honourable career such as the community need not be ashamed of, For this useful 
Institation, one of the richest ornaments of our communal life, I appeal ; it, first, 
redeems the orphans and destitute ones from irreligion and igaorance: If, then, 
supplies them with an honest and self-supporting occupation: and, lastly, it 
watches over them with loving solicitude, for years after they have made their 
entry into the busy world, so full of temptations to the young and inexperienced, 
Such an act of Charity is of the highest class, Oar Rabbis say “A never-ending 
act of charity is done by him who trains an orphan in his house.” Let us show 


Our appreciation, in a tangible way, of the inoalca able gx01, which this Institution 


does for the credit of tas community. Sach [astications rai-e the glory of the 

ewish name, and help to silence the base calamaies of Anti-Semitism. Let us not 
Weary in our efforts to aid the struggling and respectable poor and thus follow the 
example of our Maker, who heard the cries of our helpless and suffering ancestors 
in Egypt and remembered His covenant with Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. Let us 


remember the piety and philanthropy of our forefathers, by whom the exercise of | 


charity was regarded as a daly daty, “ Bafore prayiog give charity " was their 
motto, Let us be mindful of “the Covenant of Brotherhood " which should bridge 


the chasm between rich and p.or aid thus merit th blessings of oar Universal 
Father. Amen !

of this country. The working classes to which they belonged constitute the founda- 
tion of the social fabric, Out of their scanty earaings it was obviously impo- sible 
for them to make adequate provision for thosé left behind. Their orphaned sons 
and caughters sre a sa red legacy and solemn trast bequeathed to the commanity, 


If the latter fails to realise its responsibility, the future of these neglected children: 


may seriously imperil the repute and well-being of English Judaism generally, jast 
as derelict ships abandoned by their owners menace the safety of the craft sent from 


port in a seaworthy condition, One shudders to think of the depth of misery, 


depravity, wretshedness and crime into which the young, corrapted by evil associa- 
tions, can fall, But if these delicate buds and blossoms of childhood are carefully 
tended, the beautital flowers of manhood and womanhood into which they will 
‘develop,will be ample recompense for all the sacrifices made on their behalf, The 
fa'her of orphans who repays measure for measure will keep sorrow and sickness 
from those who yuard and yaide His helpless children ; He will open His treasure 
house and pour out abundantly upon us Ilis infinitely rich and manifold blessings, 


East LONDON SYNAGOGUE, 

The Rev. J. EF. STERN preached before a large congregation from thetext “ And 
thou shalt surely rejoice, and they shall not appear before the Lord empty, 
Kyery man shall give as he is able, atcording to the blessing of the Lord, thy God, 
which he hath given thee” (Dent. 16, 16-17), At the conclusion of his discourse 
Mr, Stern pointed out how the celebration of the festival had ever been 
a:sociated with the bestowal of charity, how in the days of old, the Israelites had 
gone up to Jerusalem their hands laden with gifts for God's altar, their 
hearts full of Joving thought ard sympathy for those of His creatures 
in need of a brother's help. The rich man gave boanteously of his 
abundancs and the poor ungrudyingly offered his mite to him who was 
poorer still, One cesire filled the hearts of all, to give lovingly and thankfully 
in the name of Him who was the Giyer of all, Jews had ever b en mindfal of 
the duty they owed to their poor, bat it was evident that although the commanity 
had advanced in many a sphere of activity, it had not male sach rapid progress in 
the art of giving as the increased claims upon our charitable inetitations demanded. 
Referring to the special appeal on behalf of tne Norwood Institution, Mr, Stern 
drew the attention of his congregants to the leaflet The Charity—i's Claims, a copy 
of which was placed on every seat inthesynagogue. The plain facts there set fortn 
would, he felt sure, appeal to them more forcibly thin any words of his, and his pre- 
vious experience in pleading the cause of the Jewa’ Hospital had assured him that in 
no part of the metropolis was its good work on behalf of the orphaned children fo 
the poor better known and more appreciated than in the East bid, where their Aid 
Society had been the means of permanently increasing the resources of the institu- 
tion to an extent that had far exceeded his auticipations. The interest evinced, 
especially among the younger members of the congregation, in the concert organised 
uncer the auspices of the society, had been sach as to ensure a substantial contribu- 
tion being handed over to the Extension Fuad of the parent lastitution, on behalf 
of which he carnestly appealed for donations, After the sermon, a large number of 
donations were announced, 


BIRMINGHAM, 


On the First Day of Passover, the Rev. G. J. Ex \NCk&L male an app3al on 
behalf of the instiwution at Norwood. After recounting the histories of the 
amalgamated charities, Mr. Emanuel said: If time permitted [ could tell you of 
the good work done by the institution, of the excellent educational results, of the 
comfort and happiness, the robust health and vigour of the children removed from 
the squalid courts and alleys of big cities to the green fi. lds and sunny hills, I 
could tell you how the children, when they have completed their educational course, 
are apprenticed to good trades, and how they are watch d over, and, if necessary, 
guided and helped until they reach manhood and womanho.d, But I must hasten 
to the special task before me, to ask your help for the orphans, not in the house, 
but imploring to be admitted toa share in its benefits, It may be objected this 
isa London institution, I know some speak in this way. It is a mistake, I[t is 


not a London charity, It is a communal charity. At present 47 country children 


re in the institution, coming from 21 different towns in England, Scotland snd 
Ireland. Four children from Birmingham are now there. There have been six 


children, and even eight, from our own city at one time. I: 1s emphatically a 


national institution for al! Jewish children living in the United Kingdom, We 
have in Birmingham, I am thankful to say, a fair number of anoual subscribers to 


‘the institution, and also an Aid S ciety, the first established in the provinces, and 


which has led to the establishment of many others, Both these helps to the insti- 
tution I hope to see increased t» meet the increased expenditure which will result 
from the extension of the institution, Ba: what I now most urgently ask for is 
help t» the fund to raise the new building tu receive the ons handred more of the 
orphans unprovided for. Brethrea, I commence to-day, the S2ad year of my 
ministry in Birmingham. In the past 31 years I have appealed to your benevolence 
I kaow not how often, Bat this Ido know, I have never pleaied in vain always 


with bouatifal results, And this,too, know, I have never pleaded amore urgent, 


a more deserving cause than that now before us. Fatherless, motherless, children 
apeak to you through me. They beg to you for the love and cure from waich they 
have been bereaved. They cry for food, for clothing, for shelter, and still more for 
preparation to fight the battle of life stardily and successfully. O, fathers here ! 
O, mothers ! whose great hope and prayer it is that your soos aud daugaters sball 
become able, worthy, thriving, men and women, 0, parents! who plan an! work 
night and day to secure the future of your boys and girls, will you tara a deaf ear 
to orphan children who cry to you for a little of « father’s care, for somethiog of a 
mother’s love; who cry to you for a fair chance in life? Will you refase their 
appeal? I cannot think it, Yoa will help to build the house that will shelter 
their years of helplessness ; you will he!p to teach and train them to be self- 
helping, And you boys and girls here, whose happiness is is t» enjoy the love and

You too will join in the good work. I will gratefully accept all gifts—the rich

The interest felt in the pronouncements on Jews and J udaism to be found 
in Greek and Roman writers will receive a fresh fillip from M. Theodore 
Reinach’s latest work: Textesd’auteurs grecs et romains relatifs au Jucaisme | 
(Paris, Ernest Leroux, 1895) will prove one of the most popular publications of 


the “Société des Etudes Juives.” It is rather a pity that M. Reinach has not 


extended his scope to include inscriptions and coins, but his collection of 
passages in the original Greek and Latin, with a French translation and notes: 
is very valuable, Of another book “ The Jewish Rice in Ancient and Roman 
History ” (Burns and Oates) “ translate 1 by Theresa Crook from the eleventh 
revised edition of A. Rendu, LL.D,” I can only say that I marvel at anyone 
writing it, but marvel more at anyone translating and printing it, Itis altogether 
without merit and has no redeeming points. I+ is a bald and useless summary, 
without even freshness of presentation to atone for its shortcomings, 


Dr. Krauskopf, of Philadelphia, has published a “School Service (Phila. 
delphia, Oscar Klonower), which combines many excellenccs. It is simple, it, 
is effective, it is Jewish. I can recommend the little book to our school 
managers for use, if not in its entirety, certataly in parts, The plan of the 
volume is this. Certain simple prayers and bymns are to be used always, but 
besides these there are ten alternative services from which selection may be 
made. These areall admirable. Ia each of these ten servires, there is first a 
“ Meditation,” then a series of ‘“ Responsive Readings,” and finally a“ Hymn,” 
These “ Responsive Readings”’ are intended for recitation in alternate verses 
by the Superintendent and the school children, What I Iike about these read- 
ings is the skill with which passages from the Talmud, the medieval Rabbis, 
and the Apoc-ypha have been welded togethe-, [quote in the next paragraph 
one specimen of thes: Readings, and in the following paragraph one of tlie 
Hymrs. |

“ORPHAN DAY” IN THE SYNAGOGUES. 


GREAT SYNAGOGUE, 

The CHIEF RabBI preached on the seventh day of Passover at the Great 
Synagogue to a congregation which thronged every part of the building. He took 
for Lis text the words of the song of Moses: “This is my God and I will glorify 
him, my father’s God and I will exalt him,” a verse which may be regarded as the 
keynote of our Iaith acd our Duty, This acknowledgment of God should not be 


suffered to remain a mere dogma and dry theory, but should become the mainspring | 


of our action, In pleading that day from all the Synagogue pulpits of the United 
Kingdom the Ministers prove’, if only their congregants would hear the appeal, 
that toey had fully grasped the ideal spiritual teaching of the Passover, The 
Preacher then proceeded to trace the respective histories of the Jews’ Hospital 
founded by the wealthier section of the community, and of the Orphan Asylum 
which had been established by the poor, for the poor, at the period of a visitation 
cf cholera, It had been one of the happiest thoughts of the community to transfer 
the united charities to West Nerwood, How striking the contrast between the 
ruddy ckeeks and chubby faces of the Norwood children and the pale and wan 
features and at’'enuated bodies too often to be met with in our London schools. 
Dr, Adler besought the Jewish in-dwellers of the East to second the zealous efforts 
of their brethren in the West, worthily to signalise the approaching centenary by 


evabling the managers to build forthwith the much-need d wing, He reminded 


them that the majority of the iumates were the children of foreigners who had in 
many cases come tu an untimely end, through the privations and anxicties endured 


in their native land. He asked them to listen to the cry which the orphan and 


friendless children of the community address d to them, And in their cry, they 
heard the voice of the Almighty, saying: ‘ Leave thy fatherless children to me, 


| will keep them alive,” admonishing them : ‘ Ye shall not afflict any widow, and | 


fatherless child,’ exborting them to rejoice the hea-t of the stranger and the

On every page almost we have a clear indication that we cannot by any 
prayer that we utter or any Pealm that we sing, serve our Father in Heaven more 
truly and more faithfully than when we minister to the wants of the orphan and 
the friendless, In the name, therefore, of the inmates of the Orphan Asylum, and 
particularly in the uame of those helpless and hapless children who, owipy to its 
limited space, are excluded from is benefits, I appeal to you this sicred day of 
Passover to give “every man accordivy to his meaus.’ Let all contribute their 
share, even the po.r; let them not argue that since the large sum of £20,000 is 
required for the proposed building, it ig » charity to whica only those that can 
afford their guineas should contribute, No! let them also give their mite, And if 
this we all do, then the voices of gratitude that rise from the hearts of the poor 
orphans whom you are raising, however weak their tones may be, shall grow stronger 
and stronger and plead at the gate of Heaven in the days when, perhaps, we may 
suffer the frown of fate, and the visitations of calamity from which the mightiest 
have no immunity, may come upon us, 


CENTRAL SYNAGOGUE,

those favoured ones who bave dissipated through ind. lence and love of ease, the 


advantages which they at one ‘ime enjoyed of which they failed to avail themselves. 


The natural qualifications needed for such success are generally of a high order, 
which area blessing conferred uyon batfew. There must be an infinitely larger 
number of helpless children, who would deteriorate and sink into crime and 


disrepute were nota helpirg and saving hand held out to them. We are desirous 


of rescuing these from such a sad fate and not by destroying their self-respect, 


We are anxious to supply them with a store-house of ments! wealth, with a supply 
Of well-regulated and reliable principles which can never be taken from them but 


can be strengthened with pleasure and advantage at every period of life, The 
religious and intellectual training furnished by the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 


_ Asylum coupled with the Technical Instruction given therein, which is so indis- 
-pensable for success in life at the present time of keen competition and appreciation — 


of skilled labour, cannot fail to afford valuable assistance to those friendless 
children who have lost their natural guardians, their parents, and have to carve 
Out their destiny by diat of superiority of character and ability alone. These 
blessinge will brighten and smoothen their rugged path and fit them for an 
honourable career such as the community need nos be ashamed of, For this useful 


_ Institation, one of the richest ornaments of our communal life, I appeal ; it, first, 


redeems the orphans and destitute ones from irreligion and igaorance : it, then, 
supplies them with an honest and self-supporting occupation: and, lastly, it 
watches over them with loving solicitude, for years after they have made their 
entry into the busy world, so full of temptations to the young and inexperienced, 
Such an act of Charity is of the highest class, Our Rabbis say A never-ending 
act of charity is done by him who trains an orphan in his house. Let us show 
our appreciation, in a tangible way, of the incslca able good, which this Institution 
does for the credit of ta; community. Such lastications rai-e the glory of the 
Jewish name, and help to silence the base calamaies of Anti-Semitism, Let us - 
Weary in our efforts to aid the struggling and respectable poor and thus follow the 
example of our Maker, who heard the cries of our helpless and suffering ancestors 
in t and remembered His covenant with Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. Let us 


remember the piety and philantbropy of our forefathers, by whom the exercise of |

charity was regarded as a daly daty, “ Before prayiog give charity " was their 


motto, Let us be mindful of “the Covenant of Brotherhood " which should dridge

of this country. The working classes to which they belonged constitute the founda- 
tion of the social fabric, Out of their scanty earainga it was obviously impo-sible 
for them to mike adequate provision for those left behind. Their orphaned sons 
and caughters are a sa red legacy and solemn trust bequeathed to the commanity, 
If the latter fails to realise its responsibility, the future of these neglected children 
may seriously imperil the repute and well-being of English Judaism generally, just 
as derelict ships abandoned by their owners menace the safety of the craft sent from 


port in a seaworthy condition, Oae shudders to think of the depth of misery, 


depravity, wretshedness and crime into which the young, corrapted by evil associa- 
tions, can fall, But if these delicite buds and blossoms of childhood are carefully 


tended, the beautiful flowers of manhood and womanhood into which they will 


develop,will be ample recompense for all the sacrifices made on their behalf, The 
fa'her of orphans who repays measure for measure will keep sorrow and sicknees 
from those who ;ruard and ypaide His helpless children ; He will open His treasure 
house and pour out abundantly upon us Ilis infinitely rich and manifold blessings, 


East LONDON SYNAGOGUE, | 

The Rev. J. F. STERN preached before a large congregation from thetext “ And 
thou shalt surely rejoice, and they shall not appear before the Lord empty, 
Every man shall give as hé is able, according to the blessing of the Lord, thy God, 
which he hath given thee” (Dent. 16, 16-17), At the conclusion of his discourse 
Mr, Stern pointed out how the celebration of the festival had ever been 
associated with the hestowal of charity, how in the days of old, the Israelites had 
gone up to Jerusalem their hands laden with gifts for God's altar, their 
hearta full of Joving thought ard sympathy for those of His creatures 
in need of a brother's help.

SEDER NIGHT AT THE JEWS’ HOSPITAL AND ORPHAN 
ASYLUM. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT, | 


Tbe large amount of money asked for by the Committee of the Jews’ 
Hospital and Orphan Asylum would be given twice and three times over, could 
the Jewish public have just a peep at the dining-hall on the first nights of 
Passover. For nowhere else in this country can such a sight be witnessed : can 
there be such a conjunction of the rising generation with the traditions of 
bye gone ages, At no other time in the year is there shown, b yond doubt and 
above criticism, the practical good that 1s being done for the hundreds of poor 
children who find at Norwood a haven of retuge from the storms that would 
have found them elsewhere adrift and defenceless, 

The Seder night is the night of all nights of the year to see the Norwood 
Asylum to the best advantage. The long rows of tables, well filled, too well 
filled even, with smiling, expectant boys and girls ; the snowy whita table cloths 
soon alas! to be stained with many an overturned wine glass; the unwunted 
presence of all the officers, who, without distinction of rank, participate in the 
old-world celebration; all these make up a scsne unique and never-to-be- 
forgotten by the little celebrants., 

There 18 a great and noticeable difference between the orphanage at 
Norwood and any other similar Institution. The rigid discipline which in liks | 
piaces makes boys and girls into pieces of skilfally devised mechanism, moving, 
and speaking, and thinking, in set forms and prescribed measures; the un- 
deviating allotment of every moment of the day for automatic ex:cution of 
never-changing tasks; the Hindoo-like priacip'e of cists which sepiraites the 
teacher and the taught by an impussable barrier; these are unkuowa at West 
Norwood, 

Tae Royal Commissioners who are sitting in solemn conclava at Wast- 
minster to try and find some better way of dealing with work 4ou3s children, 
couid well take a leaf out of the book of the Jews’ Hospital management, 
Discipline and neatness and obedience are good things, but when perfection in 
them is only to be obtained by an uanatural wis and an abnormal craving for 
absolute perfection, without regard to the inequalities of children’s temperaments, 
then the tact that recognises the fact that “so many children, so many 
characters’’ steps in, and covers a multitude of sins both of omission and 
commission, 

The Guardian of one of the London Unions, on a recent visit, afcer

speaking to some of the children, said to the Head Master, “ Why Sir! your 


child'en dont seem afraid of anyone!” If they were surprised at the lack of 
restraint on ordinary occasions, how would they stare on Seder nights! The 
head boys and girls seated at the head of their respective tablea, to dispense the 
wine and bitter herbs of the Service, are the only obtrusive signs of authority 
on this night when all “lean’—children of freedom, literally as well as 
figuratively. Only at very rara intervals is there heird the warning note of the 
head-.naster’s bell to remind everyone that nearly three hundred humtn beings 
in one room can make a noise  vhich weak-neryed persons might think 
rather boisterous, 


But it is when the noise changes into harmony ; wasn f-om the throats of 


- gweet-toned tittle Jews and Jewesses issue the old traditional tures of the 


Hagadah, that the “dynamic significance’’ of these services strikes the most

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THE PROVINCES. 


BIRMINGHAM, 


The annual general meeting of the members of the Birmingham Hebrew Con- 
gregation was held in the large schoolroom, Singer's Hill, on Sunday last, at noon, 
Mr, Henry Davis (President), occupied the chair, and there was a large attendance 
of members, The names of nineteen seatholders were submitted to the meeting as 
free members, and approved of. The Chairman, in proposivg the adoption of the 
Report and Baiance Sheet, said that this was the ninth time hehad had the pleasure 
of submitting the Report to them, The first item which called for their attention 
was the continued success of the congregational schools, the grant earned being 
193, 6d, per child, as compared with the average of other schools in England and 
Wales of 183. The religious education of the children was also well attended to. 
This satisfactory result was obtained at the very small cost of 18s. per child, 
Referring to the £150 collected for the Hospital Sunday collection, Mr, Davis said 
it was pleasing to note that the Jewish population were not working on sectarian 
lines, but were willing to support any deserving charity. Ifthe rest of the popula- 
tion were to give in the same proportion es the Jewish population, instead of £4,500, 
they would get nv less a sum than £21,000. Their success in this direction was due 
to the organisation which they established, and it wasa pity thas they were not 
copied by other communities in the town. Mr, Davis called special attextion to the 


resolution passed *y the Council on December 16th, that it be recommended to the ~ 


Rev. the Chief Rabbi that in the interests of Jadaism, it would be well (2) to pro- 
mote the frequent int-rchange of pulpits ; (2), that the larger congregations should 
take step3 to send competent English preachers from time to time to address the 
smaller congregations not able to enjoy the services of a minister: and (c), thata 
sustentation fund be formed for the purpose, He had often spoken of the unity of 
their congregation—and unity was especially a Jewish maxim, seeing that they 
commenced with the unity of God—but they must not be satisfied to work simply 
for the unity of their local community, but for the unity of Juda‘sm, and it was by 
the interchange of pulpits that they shou!d eeck to bring this about, He was sorry 
that other congregations had not passed and sent similar resolutions to the Chief 
Rabbi, but he hoped th: y would do so when the particulars came more fully before 
them, Theicaterchange of pulpits would lead to an exchange of ideas, which would 
te beneficial to all concerned. But there was a more important matter in the res - 
lution, that they should send their ministers,ind the mini-ters of other congregations 
should be sent to those congregations which were not in a position to engage a 
minister, Gentlemen going there might make propositions and suggestions, and 
could help them in improving their schools and their system of education, He had 
always been of opinion that there sh uld be no division in Judaism, and this be 
contended would cement them together, In congratulating the Hebrew Board of 
Guardians.on their excellent work, Mr. Davis pointed out how thrifty and thriving 
in their cndeavours’ to get a living, the Jewish poor were. It was remark- 
able how very few came to the Board, and hov many managed to get their own 
living. To show conclusively how very satisfactory this was, he meationed that 
the Bard spent ninepence per head, whereas the money paid for the poorin Eagland 
and Wales was no less than 63, 311, In conc'usion, the Chairman thanked the 
members fer their kind co-operaticn and forbearance, without which the 
Council could not have hoped to have been so successful, Mr, A, Bremer (Treasurer), 
in seconding the adoption of the Report and Balance Sheet, said that he had never 
done s0 with greater satisfaction than he had that morning, He was sure that 
every member of the community wou'd join him in saying. that the financial cor- 
dition of the congregation in the ciscumstances was more satisfactory than it 
had ever been before. The seat rents amounted to above £100 more than the year 
previous, which spoke well for the vitality of the congregation, A school account 
had been made out for the first time, The increase in the Government Grant was 
about £60 this year, showing the gool work of the School Committee, under the 
supervision of Mr. John Silverston and Mr, Lionel Spiers, They had gone to the 
very large expense of £1,000 in re-decorating the synagogue, but they had plac d it 
in a position which was superior to almo:t any in the kingdom, It was very satis- 
factory that they had been able to do this without making any appeal whatever, 
Mr. Moss Fisher called att ntion to the amount of uncollected seat rent. The sum 
seemed to be on theincrease. The figures for the last few years were £458, £440, 
£450, £497, and this year £489. Mr. Bremer explained that a great part of the 
amount was due to the fact that a large number of the members paid their subscrip- 
tions every two, three, or even six months, As faras the amount was concerned, 
he could guarantee that it was perfectly safe... Mr, Bernard Davis and Mr. M. LD. 
Dight supported the proposition, the latter expressing the belief that Birmingham 
now had, without exception, one of the best systems of kosher meat supply of any 
place in the United Kingdom, Je also called attention to the necessity of providing 
a suitable Mikvahb, The Report and Balance Sheet were then unanimously adopted. 
Mr. A. Bremer moved the election of Mr. Henry Davis as the representative of the 


congregation at the Board of Deputies for the ensuing three years, Mr. John 


Silverston seconded,and the election was unanimously agreei to. Mr, Henry Davis, in 
returniog thanks, moved a vote of thanks to Mr. Henry Nathan, who had act d as 


representative for a number of years, Mr, B. H. Joseph having tiken the chair, 


Mr, I. Jonas proposed, Mr, M. L. Dight seconded, and Mr, John Silverst on supported 
a vote of thanks to Messrs, H. Davisand A, Bremer for their valuable services during 
the year. These gentlemen testified to the excellent work and untiring energies of 
the President and Treasurer, The vote having been paseed with much enthusiasm, 
Messrs. Davis and Bremer returned thanks.

He said: There is need for religious 
advance, Wecannot go bak. Wemay admire and even envy the piety of our 
grand‘athers, but we cannot go back. Neither can we remainasweare. The peril 


is too yreat. The material cass of our religion, so to speak, is dissolving and the 


spiritual essence long held in it is in canger of evaporating. We must go fcrward, 
The road is clear, We must improve our public worship, This does not necessitate 
the introduction of so-called attractions pleaded for in various quarters, instru- 
mental mu-ic, family pews, English prayers, The improvements I advocate are 
more reedful, easier to make, and objectionable to no reasonable being, They are: 
(1) Commencemett of service cn Sabbaths and Festivals at an hour at which all 
the congregants could without difficulry be gathered together ; (2), Solemn reading 
of. supplications and congregational singing of praises acd adorations; (3) 
Avoidance of repetitions ; (4) Absolute decorum, utter prohibition of all conversa- 
tion and cf all unse- mly behaviour, We must advarce, too, in disseminating among 
the rising generation a little kao vledge ot our ancient languaze, our history, and of 
our faith, It is not enough to give religious instruction to the children of the poor. 
Our solicitude must be for ali the children of the community. Lastly, we must 
advance in cultivating for ourselves and in inculcating in our sons and daughters 
a worthy pride in our race, a zeal for our mission. We must no longer hold our 
peace when Jews and Judaism are maligned, thankful if we personally 
escape insult, Before the whole world we must uphold the nobility of 
our people and the dignity of our faith, We must tell the nations by word and by 
act that we are God’s ch: sen people and that our task is to teach the nations jastice 
and charity to men, and worrhip of God. We must rise to the conviction that we 


' are 4 missionary people and prove to all men that we recognise our vocation and 


strive to fulfil it,

He said: There is need for religious 
advance, Wecannot go back. We may admire and even envy the pietv of our 
grand‘athers, but we canrot go back. Neither can we remainasweare. The peril 
is too yreat, The material case of our religion, so to speak, is dissolving and the 
spiritual essence lony held in it is in canger of evaporating. We must go fcrward, 
The road is clear, We must improve our public worrhip, This does not necessitate 
the introduction of so-called attractions pleaded for in various quarters, instru- 


mental muric, family pews, English prayers, The improvements I advocate are 


more reedful, easier to make, and objectionable to no reasonable being. They are: 
(1) Commencement of service on Sabbaths and Festivals at an hour at which ail 
the congregants could without difficulty be gathered together ; (2) Solemn reading 
of supplications and congregational singing of ‘praises aud adorations; (3) 
Avoidance of repetitions; (4) Absolute decorum, utter prohibition of all conversa- 
tion and of all unse mly bc haviour, We must advance, too, in disseminating among 
the rising generation a little kno vledge ot our ancient language, our history, and of 
our faith, [t is not enovgh to give religious instruction to the children of the poor. 
Our solicitude must be for all the children of the community. Lastly, we must 
advance in cultivating for ourselves and in inculcating iu our sons and daughters 
a worthy pride in our race, a zeal for our mission. We must no longer hold our 
peace when Jews and Judaism are maligned, thankful if we personally 
escape insult, Before the whole world we must uphold the nobility of 
our people and the dignity of our faith, We must tell the nations by word and by 
act that we are God’s ch: sen people and that our task is to teach the nations jastice 
and charity to men, and worship of God. We must rise to the conviction that we
